Notwithstanding the promise made by both 
federale and rebels yesterday that no more 
long range artitiery fire would be permitted, 
the federals during the night reinforced the 
four guns that had been, stationed all of yes- 
terday midway between the Nationa! station 
and the British legation with six others, and 
about 8 o'clock these guns opened fire. 

Firing Incessant for an Hour. 

From 8 o'clock until after 9 o'clock the fir- 
ing from this dati ry was incessant. Appar- 
ently it bad little effect 80 far as dlsadling 
eay of the garrison of the citadel wae con- 
cerned. This was due to the use of shrapnel 
instead of sold shot. 

Standing at the corner of Calle Londres 
and Calle Geneva, two squares from the em- 
bassy, shelis could be seen bursting over the 
citadel from the first few shots. The fed- 
rale then depressed the muszles of the 
pieces too much, with the result thet ten or 
a “dozen shells crashed through the walls 
of the handsome residences a short distance 
from the Gere court apartment house, which 
was struck several times yesterday, forcing 
the Americam tenants to flee.

Sharpshooters Get Busy. 

This had been going on for half an hour, 
when between fifty and one hundred Felicis- 
tap suddenly appeared in Calle Hamburgo, 
helf a dozen squares from the battery, 
ned on roofs, and began to try to snipe 
the federal gunners. Their aim was poor 
end the battery crashed on undisturbed.

Wire Men Work as Shot Fall. 

At least ten shells landed on buildings ad- 
joining the cable office. The structures were 
ughurt, except from fragments of masonry, 
shell castings, rifle balls, andshrapnel. The 
street was crowded with great columns of 
dust. The door of the cable office was hastily 
closed and nearly every one inside retreated 
to the rear of the building. 

The Mexican operators, although the bui!4- 
ing was rocking and trembling with the con- 
cussions, while flying missiles played a deaf- 
ening tattoo on the steel shutters, stayed on 
at their instruments and never stopped re- 
ceiving and sending messages. 


Rebels Show No Gain. 

Scarcely a building in the area eacaped, but 
when it was all over the federal gunners at 
Calle. Victoria were still plug@ing away and 
the rebels had gained nothing.

TELLS BSCAPE FROM REBELS 


Lateness of Train Prevented 
Holdup, Says Bishop Hendrix. 


SAW MOB LOOT FREIGHT. 


Learn Northern. Rail Lines Inte Cap- 
ital Have Been Destroyed.

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San Antonio, Tex., Feb. 13.—(Special.}— 
Bishop K. R. Hendrix of the Kansas City 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, arrived 
in San Antonio today from Mex’: and tells 
a thrilling story of a train holdup near El 
Balado, about ninety miles south of Saltillo. 

“The fact that our train waa nine hours 
late Was all that saved us, said Bishop Hen- 
drix. ‘‘ When we were stopped near El Sab 
ado we saw ahead of us a wrecked freight 
train around which rebels were ewarming. 
They seized everything of value that they 
could carry away and destroyed the bal- 
ance. Our train was flagged quite a distance 
from the wreck by one of the train men of 
the freight, which had been heli up. 


Watch Rebels Loot Train. 

With the aid of glasses we could piainly 
see all they were doing. A carioad of meal 
was scattered on the ground by the rebels 
and they confiscated several other carloads of 
foodstuffs. After they had liberated a car- 
load of donkeye they began to burn the 
equipment. 

Up to that time our train had not been 
molested, but the rebels soon began firing 
in our direction and the locomotive was 
struck several times. I do not know whether 
any of the cars were struck. When the bul- 
lets began to fly, many of the passengers se- 
creted their valuables. 


Mexicans Hide Under Seats. 

“In the cars a number of Mexicans flopped 
down into the aisles and under the seats as 
if by magic. There was a member of the 
Mexican congress on board and the holdup 
set him frantic. 

Our train backed into Saltillo and there 
we learned of the terrible conditions exist- 
ing in the Mexican capital and how nearly it 
is isolated so far as transportation is con- 
oerned. 

None of the rail lines to the north are 
in operation, because of rebele having de- 
stroyed the National and Central lines in 
several places. The only lines operating ints 
the city then we were told, was the road from 
Vera Crus. 

How the foreigners in the capital are 
going to get out I do not know. It is a most 
perplexing and serious problem.

To say that a man lea bum does not prove 
him guilty under the vagrancy law. To tes- 
tify that he isn’t working wort bring a con- 
viction under the vagrancy law. If you show 
he has no home and is seen around poolrooms 
and seloons, that is not enough to prove he 
is a Vagrant. You have got to show the pris- 
oner will not work and that he has no visible 
means of support. 

“The reason for these instructions is that 
the police of Chicago know too Iittle about 
the law. When the last dragnet was thrown 
out the men making arrests brought in no 
evidence to convict those arrested. 

Teacher Wilson read the statute to his 
pupils, quoted Supreme court decisions, and 
gave out the lesson which the captains and 
Heutenants are to give to their subordinatés 
in turn all over the city. The pupils folded 
their notes and put away their pencils.

Grove; Warrants for Mother

Charleston. W. Va., Feb. 13.—A series of 
important developments marked the coa! 
Strike situation today. In the coal fields 
under martial law, twenty-five miles from 
here, the militia was using stringent meae- 
ures to stamp out violence, while in. this 
city it became necessary to sound a riot cali 
to curb a demonstration started in the state 
building. 

A legislature ,troubled because of charges 
of bribery was in session when it was 
learned that miners and their sympathizers 
were marching here to take the state capitol. 


Rout Miners After Riot Call. 

At first the truth of the report was ques- 
tioned, but when a number of miners and 
others invaded the state building a riot call 
was turged in. 

Chief of Police Albert Guill, with the en- 
tire force at his heels, rushed to the state 
house. The halls of the capitol were cleared 
promptly, a number of persons receiving 
slight injuries. 

The legislature, however, was not dis- 
turbed and continued its deliberations, al- 
though the commotion caused by the trouble 
was audible to both the house and senate. 


Raid Miners; Arrest Sixty-nine. 

An important development today was the 
raiding of the mine of Holley Grove, on Paint 
ereek, and the arrest of sixty-nine men. 
Under military escort the men were rushed 
to Paint Creek Junction for trial before the 
military authorities, charged with participa- 
tion in recent rioting. 

Early tonight warrants were sworn out 
for “ Mother Jones,” well known in labor 
cles of the country; C. H. Boswell, edi 
tor of a Socialist paper, and Frank Bartley 
and Paul J. Paulson, said to be connected 
with the international organization of 
miners. 


RAIL PEACE MORE LIKELY. 

New Yogk, Feb. 13.—The efforts of Judge 
Martin A. Knapp of the Commerce court, 
to mediate the differer.ces between the fifty< 
four eastern railroads and their 34.000 fire- 
men, who have voted to strike unless their 
cemands for higher wages and better work- 
ing conditions are granted, ap@mared to have 
taken a more hopeful turn tonight. 

Judge Knapp held two conferences with 
the executive committee of the firemen’s 
brotherhood, and after the second tonight 
he hurriedly departed for a conference with 
Elisha Lee, chairman of the conference com- 
mittee of railroad managers. While Judge 
Knapp would not disclose the nature of the 
message he carried to Mr. Lee, it was pre- 
sumed to be either an acceptance for the 
managers committee or a counter proposi- 
tion. 

Following the afternoon conference Presi- 
cent W. S. Carter of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen, while 
refusing to discuss the results, intimated 
that, if mediation failed, arbitration remained 
before a strike would be called, and as it is 
upon the method of arbitration that the 
widest difference between the firemen and 
their employers exists this statement was 
taken as an indication that the firemen had 
before them a proposal from the railroads 
on this point.

Vary Little on Location. 

"The fixing of the pole by the two explor- 
es difered by only half a mile, practically 
eating the same spot.

On Feb. 17, While on the march, Evans’ 
foot worked out of his ski and he was com- 
pelled to fall out to-reddjust it. The party 
moved along and, seeing he was not follow- 
ing, they camped and cooked a meal, antict- 
pating that Evans would ¢don reach them. 


Pind Evans in Collapse. 

“When the meal was’ read} and Evans 
nad not arrived the party went back, and 
found him in a state of collapse. He bravely 
tried to go forward, but had to be placed on 
a sledge, and died a natural death within two 
hours of reaching the tent. 

“This delay; as Capt. Scott stated ia his 
diary, greatly weakened the party and made 
an inroad into their surplus provisions, which 
was serious in View of the fact that the season 
was unduly advanced. 

“ Owing to the lateness of the season and 
the consequent fall in temperature, the sur- 
face became sandlike, as is well known in 
polar climates. Ice crystals .which melt 
under the friction caused by a sledge running 
over them at higher temperatures cease to do 
go when the thermometer falls to thirty below 
vero and become cutting edges. 

“The low temperatures complained of by 
Scott account for the slowness of the party’s 
progress over the barrier. The average dis- 
tance between depots was eixty-five miles, 
which, not allowing for bed weather, meant 
that the party must average over nine miles 
a day. The food and fuel stored at each 
depot gave a full ration at this speed for 
a week. 


Slow Marches on Return. 


“The best days march of the party on 
the barrier was approximately nine miles, 
falling at later stages of the march to aglow 
as three miles. 

“The failure to maintain a higher epeed 
was undoubtedly due to the falling condition 
of Capt. Oates, this being a constant tax 
on the energies ot the party and rapidly 
weakening them at a time when they hed to 
face persistent winds and frequent bidazards, 
but despite the hopeless nature of the outlook 
forced on them they never relinquished their 
gallant struggle, but fought on heroteally to 
the bitter end. 

“As recorded in a pres d diapatoh. the 
search party found their tent om Nov. 10, 1912. 
It was half covered with snow and thesledge 


\with their gear was covered. The tent was 


well spread with an inner tent placed on 
poles. 

“The bodies having been identified, the 
inner tent was placed over them with a large 
cairn of snow erected and a cross placed on 
the top bearing the following record:

“* Hereabouts died a gallant gentle- 
man, Capt. R. T. G. Oates, Inniskilling 
dragoons, who, on the return from the 
Pole in March, 1912, willingly walked to 
his death in a blizzard to try and save his 
comrades, beset by hardehip.’ 


Mules Aid to Rescuers. 

Seven mules supplied by the Indian gov- 
ernment were used by the search party. 
Their ‘rations consisted of eleven pounds of 
oll cake and oats, in the proportion of one 
of oll cake to two of oats. The speed of their 
march averaged better than that of the 
ponies of the previous year. 

From the start the daily marches aver- 
aged fourteen miles. The surfaces on the 
outward journey were exceptionally good, 
and the mules mace good progress without 
sinking deeply. Deep snow was encountered 
on the return and the going was much heav- 
ler. 

“The chief difficulty in connection with 
the mules was that they would eatanything 
except their rations. The food of some con- 
sisted of rope yarn, tea leaves, man's and 
dog’s biscuits, and tobacco ashes. The 
weights hauled by the mules were much 
heavier than by the ponies, the highest 
weight at one time being 760 pounds. 


Few Alterations in Gear. 

The gear supplied by the Indian govern- 
ment showed great forethought, and only 
had to be altered in slight ways. The snow 
gog@ies were especially useful and a great 
comfort to the animals. The harness was 
breast harness. ; 

“Two mules were shot on the barrier and 
five returned after 360 miles of hard pulling 
in temperatures falling to 29 below zero. 

There were two dog teams of eleven dogs 
each. All the stores were brought safely 
back to the depot at Hut Point. 

“The care of the mules devolved upon 
Lashley. - His constant attention kept them 
in good order. A detailed record was kept 
by him, showing the performance of each 
mule during the winter, and aleo during the 
traveling season. This record will be sent 
to the supply transport department of the 
Indian government, which trained the mules 
for the expedition.

Prifweton, N. J., Feb. 18.—The staccato yell 
of Princeton university, with the appendage, 
Votes for women!

The women, thirteen strong, had covered 
twenty-seven miles in eight hours, and sev- 
eral of them were on the point of exhaustion 
when the lights of the university town twin- 
kled a welcome. 

Gen.“ Rosalie Jones, commander of the 
expedition, declared ase real hardship to- 
day's walk exceeded anything she had ex- 
perlenced. Corporal Martha Klatschen, 
who is less than 5 feet tall, had to be helped 
during the last four miles of the march. 


Wrong Road Lengthens Hike. 
The scheduled twenty miles between Metu- 
chen, N. J., the day's starting point, and this 
village was stretched into twenty-seven as 
the result of the women taking the wrong 
road.

dividends, instead of distributing the profits 
among the workingmen, and his insistence 
thet the works should be syndicalized ac- 
cording to the most advanced theortes of 
socialism, are surely sufficient proot of ill 
will towards the concern and a proof that 
neither he nor his father is any longer con- 
nected therewith.

The present Lord Armstrong, owing to fool- 
ish speculations, entirely wrecked the large 
fortune which he had inherited from his 
granduncle, the first Lord Armstrong, and, 
as mentioned above, three years ago was 
obliged to completely sever his connection 
with the iron works, to sell all his household 
furniture, pictures, carriages, horses, etc., 
and to effect a compromise with his long list 
of creditors, who included a number of well 
known London money lenders, among them 
being James Wilton & Co. of Piccadilly.

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claimed any ancestors, nor added any gems

only to his trade, the supporters being two 
stalwart smiths with huge siedgehammers, 
while the motto Fortis in armis” (strong 
in arms), in allusion to hie name and to the 
excellence of his artillery, la probably the 
most appropriate to be found in the entire 
records of the Royal College of Heralds. 

He was created a peer of the realm on the 
occaston of Queen Victoria's golden jubilee 
in 1887, and died without issue in 1000, when 
bis barony became extinct. —

srandnephew, William Watson, to whom he

Shave Down Earnings of 
Motor Manufacturers. 


BY WALTER WARDROP. 
{Ninth article.} 

The high cost of the motor wagon is the 
subject of much gossip among certain con- 
‘cerns which are contemplating purchase. The 
impression rules that the machine will not 
come into general use until the bottom 
drops out of prices.“ 

There is little likelihood of sharp reduc- 


tion in cost so long as quality in design is 1 


maintained and continues to represent the 
measure of economy in application. Good 
materials and sound engineering cannot be 
sold at a much lower price than ghey com- 
mand today unless the volume of produc- 
tion is greatly increased through active pur- 
chase by the class which reprehends prevall- 
ing high prices. | | 
Without knowing anything of the expense 
of manufacture or distribution—the latter 
singularly high because of the difficulty of 
introducing novelty—many persons seem to 
imagine the profits therefrom are excessive. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. 
Only a small percentage of the concerns 
which either make or sell machines can pro- 
duese ledger statements which would tickle an 
investor. Up to date the business has been 
one of great expenditure without corre- 
sponding returns. 


No Profit to Makers? 

At the present hour the profit from motor 
wagons lies exciusively in operating them, 
and to enhance their economy in service man- 
ufacturers constantly are compelled to fur- 
nish better product. One whose opinion is 
— respected in trade circles has said 
there will be no profit taking in motor wagon 
production until the art of the machine's en- 
gineering is in a state of rest. In a large 
sense this is true. 

Lacking the technical knowledge which is 
essential for determining values, the general 
public runs away with the notion that price 
is wholly dependent upon volume of. pro- 
duction. If there was no further improve- 
ment in sight this might not be displeasing 
to the trade. But, like the locomotive, the 
steamship, the machine tool, and a hundred 
other utilities, the motor wagon is in a state 
of evolution from which it will not emerge 
until only minor refinements of a standardized 
engineering are required. 

A..glance at the high annual. expense for 
improving the quality of motor wagons soon 
would convince those who speculate vaguely 
upon price reduction that the period they 
fondly anticipate is very remote. The mil- 
lions of dead investment in factory. tool cost, 
caused by the retirement of old types and 
models, stands in the way. 

What in this respect really should attract 
general notice unfortunately gets very lit- 
tle attention. What the purchaser gets in 
exchange for his money is the whole study, 
Without entering upon a lengthy discus- 
sion of engineering values it is possible to 
state that price is proportionate to quality 
and relation of elements of design. 


Similarity in Excellence. 

In certain features of construction, notably 
axles, nearly all motor wagons have a com- 
mon excellence. It is quite different, how- 
ever, with other parts of the model. The 
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business being done in almost

Present Prices Fair. 

It is perhaps as well that the price of motor 
wagons is in the public estimation unneces- 
warily high. Those familiar with factory 
processes well know the price is fair. If the 
mass had means to purchase quickly there 
would be a helter-skelter race among pro- 
Gucers and great abuse of the machine in 
service. Under existing conditions those are 
buying who can best afford to do so, an ad- 
vantage capital always enjoys. 

The cry for reduction in price is for the 
most part heard in quarters where there is 
little likelihood of the machine being applied 
for a number of years to come. It is not 
preventing the use of the machine by estab- 
lishments which have need for it, a state- 
ment well attested by the impressive insta!la- 
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tions to be found throughout the country.

INAUGURAL BILL MAY FORBID 
HOTELS TO BOOST CHARGES. 


Congress Considers Measure to Enforce 
Veual Ratese-25,000 Soldiers and 
Sailors Will March in Parade. 


Weshington, D. C., Feb. 13.—The quadren- 
tia: barvest of Washington hotels and res- 
taur ant, secured by rates charged to in- 
aug¢uraon visitors, was threatened today by 
s int resolution introduced in the house by 
Representative Johnson of Kentucky, chair- 
man of the house District of Columbia com- 
mittee. 

The resolution recites that citizens desirous 
of attending the ceremonies have general- 
ly complained they have been required to en- 
ter into unreasonable contracts at exorbit- 
ant prices.”’ 

As a remedy the resolution would provide 
the rates charged by hotels, lodging houses. 
boarding houses, cafés, restaurants, and 
similar places of entertainment shall be 
the regular rates charged during the year 
prior to Feb. 25, 1013. 

A penalty of a $100 fine for violation is 
fixed by the resolution and the defendant is 
made responsible for the maintenance of the 
complainant in Washington during the litl- 
gation if the complainant should prove hie 
case.

Petition North Shore Commiesioners to 
Turn Over Highway to Lincoln Park 
Board for Development. 


Petitions from property holders of Rogers 
Park, seeking the development of the full 
length of Sheridan road to the Wisconsin 
boundary, soon will be presented to the com- 
miseioners of the north shore park district. 

There is indication that the towns further 
north will consent to the turning over of 
their control to the Lincoln park commis- 
sioners, but thus far Rogers Park has held 
out. 

The demand must be strong to induce the 
north shore commissioners to relinquish con- 
trol. This was made clear yesterday by John 
G. Kreer. president of the district; Charies 
Obermeyer, attorney; and A. D. White, mem- 
ber. 

„Our first concern,“ explained Mr. Kreer, 
i for the people of the district. After that 
comes concern tot Chicago in general. We 
have no objection to-having help for the dis- 
trict, but we want to make sure we will be 
treated fairly. The Lincoln park board says 
about $6,000 a year will be needed for main- 
taining our portion of the road. We have 
been doing it ourselves for $1,000 or. 

K. L. Lobdell, president of the Sheridan 
Road Improvement association, says it is true 
a small amount has been spent, but he says 
the road has not been properly meintained. 
More expenditure is necessary, he saya, and 
it can be used to most advantage if all the 
road is developed as a unit. 

Mr. White said he doubted the legal ability 
of the district to turn over the property, by 
reason of the present bonds issued against 
it. On this he was waiting to hear from an 
attorney.

Criticises Water Supply. 


The Rev. Maurice J. Downey, pastor of St. 
Gebriel’s church, told members of the Chicago 
real estate board at the weekly luncheon yester- 
day that the lack of an adequate water supply had 
caused a depreciation of land values in the stock- 
yards district as well as preventing building for 
residence purposes.
